Street 
cars were held up and thoir occupants 
were compelled to uncover'and salute 
the red flags. The most serious affair 
happened, near the Moscow railroad sta- 
tion, where an officer, later identilicd as 
Lieut. Tom, made-a. revolutionary speech 
to a crowd of 2,000 people. A detach- 
ment of police attempted to disperse the 
assemblage, but the. people armed them- 
selves with stones 
dug up from 
the 


streets und beat off the police and 
a 


squadron of Cossacks.., Eventually the 
Cossacks were 
reinforced 
and lired a 


blank volley in the .air, whereupon the 
rioters fled to neighboring courts.. Only 
a few persons 
were 
!>lig1itly injured. 


Lieut. Tom was arrested and taken to 
the fortress!.

He men- 
tioned in thin connection the co-opera- 
tive system as it works in r.ll brunches 
of Danish business life. 
ITc mentioned 


the fact that the Dnnish butter is the 
best in the world, that Denmark, de- 
spite her smallncss, last year exported 
butter nnd bnoon to a. value of nearly 
one hundred million dollars, find that 
eggs from Denmark hnve found a good 
market in foreign countries. 


FOR THE SMALL FARMER. 


The men who till the Danish soil, can 


be divided into tho 
following classes: 


Owners of Inrjje estates. 2,000; farmers 
with GO acre* or more. 70,000; farmers 
with less than 40 acres. 150.000. nnd own- 
ers of houses wil.honl any fots, 30.000.

PROGRESS IN LAlfoR CIRCLES 


The speaker, who is the leader of the 


Social Democrntic pnvty in his country, 
said that he could not very weil speak 
about the progress of Denmark with- 
out in that connection mentioning the 
work of the Social Democratic party. 


In 1S?4 there were in the Danish par- 


liament (114 members- two representa- 
tives of the Social 
Democratic party 


elected by a. total vote of 0,000. In May 
this year. 24 Social Democrats were 
found in the rigsihig, elected with a to- 
tal of 70,000 votes, in other words, more 
than 25 per cent of the 300,000 
votes 


cast. 


Some 100,000 Danish skilled laborers 


belong to the labors and trades unions 
in that country, and nonunion work is 
almost unknown, ns-all without excep- 
tion belong to a union. 


During the summer of ISO!) a- Tabor 


crisis threatened to hinder the progress 
of Denmark. A lockout was declared, 
and 40,000 workinpinon were without em- 
ployment for four months, finally com- 
pelling the employers to accept their 
terms. During that time there was not 
n single disturbance of nny kind, no riotu 
nnd no ,'iiTPsfs, - There was one arrest, 
a man being tnki'ii to the police olfi™— 
to get a, medal for having -rescued a per- 
son from drowning.

tion of the entire world by their noble,

of thnt rity, have placed themselves in 
a unique attitude, although of course thu 
motive is only a self interested one, by 
endeavoring to create a sentiment lim- 
iting the number of licensee to be issued. 


At the present ;time there are 7(i li- 


censed saloons in the city and the num- 
ber is increasing' every jiionth. Severn! 
saloons arc. no«?rAidy to"be-opened and- 
if the number inorenscs as rapidly in 
the next few months as in the past year 
the Saloon licenses will number a hun- 
dred by the time the next license paying 
time comes around. At present there is 
one saloon in town for every 21.1 people 
in th« 'city. Tlie proposition of the sa- 
loon keepers would not permit the coun- 
cil to rescind nny lit-pnses but it woulil 
make it impossible to increase the num- 
ber. 
The action would make the licensed 


now in the hniuls of the saloon., men a 
very valuable asset as it would probab- 
ly be yc:irs before any other 
licenses 


could be issued umior the limited license 
plan. 


The sentiment of many saloon men in 


;he city would bo in favor-of an increase 
n the saloon license fee as they would 
:avor a fee high enough to legislate a 
,argc niimlwr of saloons out of business. 
Many of the saloons in the city could 
not afford to run if the license was plac- 
ed at .fl.OOO and it is certain that the 
irewing companies would not be able or 
willing to pay this *ort of n fee to keep 
the half hcnrtcd snlonns in business. 


Tho saloon men are wlfish in desiring 


nn increase in-the license as it is certain 
that the amount of husinciv" gained by 
the saloons which would remain in busi- 
ness would more than compensate for 
the amount pnid in extra license feet 
It is possible thnt the saJoon men will

Number of Former is 64,763 


of Whom 35,645 Have Lost 


Their Entire Sight.

Men in Both Cases Outnumber Women 


— Catarrh the Greatest Cause of 


Deafness-Lip Reading: is 


Making Progress. 


The bureau of statistics has just issued 


a special report on the blind and the 
deaf in the United States in 1000. 


Tlie total number of blind persons in 


the United States in 1000 was 64,763— 
or about one in every 1,200 of the tota 
population. There were 
35.6-lu totallj 


jlinci, ;ind 29,113 partially blind. 


• Of the total number ^oi blind, 37,034 
or 57.2 per cent, were males, and 27,709 
or 42.3 per cent, were females. Since in 
the general population only 51.1 per eenl 
ivere males and 4S.D pur cent were fe 
miles, it is evident that blindness occurs 
more frequently among males. 


CONSANGUINITY OF PARENTS. 


In about 5 per cent of the cases oi 


jlindness reported the parents of the 
ilind -were related as 'cousins.1 Of the 
ilind whoso parents were so related 25 
)er cent were congcnitally blind, while 
among the blind whose parents were not 
:oiisins, 
the .proportion 
congenitally 


ilind was only (i.t> per cent. 


.MOKE COMMON IN ADULT LIFK. 


Almost Ua per .cent of the blind be- 


came blind after 20 years of age, and 
only a little more than :iO per cent be- 
fore 20 years. Thus it is seen that 
blindness is chiefly a defect..of adult lire. 
It is interesting to note that about one- 
fourth of the persons blind from child- 
hood, or about one-tenth of the total 
number of blind, were born blind. 


The number of blind per 100,000 of 


population w:is greater among the ne- 
groes than among the whites, and great- 
er among the foreign born whites than 
among the native whites, the difference 
in each citse being more marked for the 
totally blind than 
for 
the 
partially 


blind.

According to this method of classifica- 


tion, the total number of deaf was final- 
ly determined to be S1),2S7, or one in 
every 
S;)0 of the general 
population, 


There were 37,42(5 totally deaf and 51,36 
partially deaf. Among the total nun 
bcr of deaf 2,772 were also blind nnd 24 
SCO dumb. 


MORE DEAF MALES THAN FEMALE? 


Of the total number of deaf, 4(1,013, o 


52.ii per cent, were males, and 42,372, o 
5 per cent, were females. Since in th 
general population only 51.1 per ccn 
were males and 48.l> per cent were fe 
males, it would seem that there is som 
truth in the hypothesis that males ar> 
more exposed to accidents than females 
or more susceptible to the discuses whic! 
produce deafness. 


As speech is an acquired i,i t, depend 


ent for its development and perfection 
largely upon the ability to hear it usec 
constantly, one would naturally expec 
t'lat children born deaf could not speak 
and that children who lost their power 
of hearing before they were 10 years o 
nge could speak only imperfectly. It is 
therefore rather surprising to find that 
25 per cent of those born deaf can speak 
and that about 62 per cent of those be 
coming deaf between the ages of 5 anc 
10 ca.n speak perfectly. Tin: conclusion 
is, therefore, that the schools for the 
deaf are doing excellent work in teach- 
ing articulate speech. 


ABILITY TO READ THE LIPS. 


. Of the total number of deaf, 14.474 re- 
ported that thc-y could read the lips, 1 
986 that they could not, and 60,827 did 
not report. So far as tho census returns 
show, the power of lip.reading is confin- 
ed to the totally deaf. 


More than CO per cent of the deafness 


from scarlet fever, meningitis, and brain 
fever, more tha.n 75 per ecnt of that due 
to measles, and more than So per cent of 
that due to diseases of the ear occurred 
in childhood; on the other hand, more 
than l!0 per cent of the deafness from in- 
lluon/a. catarrh, and cohls occurred in 
adult life. 


Of the diseases which resulted in deaf- 
v*. the most important is catarrh. Oth- 


er diseases which were reported in large 
numbers of cases were as follows, in the 
order of diminishing importance: 
Scar- 


let fever, disease of ear, meningitis, colds, 
measles, typhoid fever, brn in fever, inflii- 
enzo, and malarial fever and quinine. 


SHAW ISSUnS AN APPEAL 


Asks National Banks to Aid in 


Supplying Notes of Small 


Denominations. 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
9.—Secretary 


Shaw Las issued on appeal to national 
banks to assist the government in sup- 
plying a pressing demand for notes of 
small denominations. .He hag sent to 
all national banks a letter requiring 
them, to issue as much of the aggregate 
of their circulating notes in five dollar 
bills as possible, indicating to them that 
there is more profit in the issuance of 
such notes than in putting out notes of 
larger denominations. In the course of 
his letter,- Secretary Shaw says: 


The treasurer of the United States is 


unable to meet, even at this season of 
the year, the pressing demand for notes 
of 
small denominations. The 
coming 


autumn will greatly increase this de 
mand. In the absence of legislation I 
am forced to appeal 
to the national 


banks to use every reasonable effort to 
relieve the situation. If each b;mk will 
do' its share there will be no difficulty. 
Failing in this there will be slight reason 
to complain of the inevitable shortage in 
small bills. . 


The linv permits national banks to is- 


sue one-third of tlie.ir circulating' notes 
n denominations of five dollars. Xhe 
aggregate outstanding national bank cir- 
culation is a little over $500,000,000, one- 
third of which, or S166,000;000 might be 
n flvc dollar notes. Instead, of this 
maximum 
there .is approximately but 


•$7(1,000,000 in fives. The additional $90,- 
000,000 in five dollar bills now "available 
vould greatly relieve the situation. 


POINTS OUT LARGER PROFIT. 
It must be apparent that there is more 


irofit in maintaining circulation in small 
'ills than in large. Large bills arc al- 
most immediately presented for redemp- 
ion. Small bills tind their wa3' to the 
lockets of the people and remain in cir- 
ulation much longer, and only in pro- 
)ortion as they stay in use. is their main- 
ainance profitable. Issuing notes one

other words fraternal insurance.must be 
placed on a basis save for expense very 
fimilar to that of old line companies. 
The saving on the fraternal premium to 
be made to a reduction of the expense of 
the company rather than suppositions of 
a lessened mortality charge. 


Third—That publicity must be a fea- 


ture of all movements of fraternal asso- 
ciations and that the policy holders or 
members be thus given a complete un- 
rlcrstnnding of just exactly what their 
insurance amounts to.

Then 
there is another !:iw enacted by this 
last congress that has vital relations to 
tho'farm, nnd inanuUictures, this being 
the free alcohol law. alcohol being <lc- 
naturizcd so as to make unfit for hu- 
man consumption, but yet in no wise 
harming for fuel and manufacturing pur 
poses. This will enable our farmers to 
find markets for much of their yields 
hitherto unavailable, for alcohol is found 
in almost every growing plant ami veg- 
etable, and the high tax made it impov 
sible to dispose of such. The manufact- 
urer could not use freely of alcohol be-

Kenosha county is ..a healthy county- 


and this fact is best.shown by the re- 
port of .the number- of births, deaths 
and marriages in tbe^'county^'for ;U». 
past-;«ii' months. 
The. report .in re-' 


;ard- to the, number of deaths .shows 
that during, the half year the death rate 
has been .decidedly low in comparison 
with the .death rate in other 
years. 


From the first day' of January to the 
first day of June of this year 81 deaths 
were recorded and in tha same period 
of time in the year 1005 the number re- 
corded was 140, a reduction of more 
than 40 percent in favor of this year. 
Added to this it must be figured that 
the population of the city and county 
has largely increased in the year so that 
the percent of deaths in proportion to 
the population is shown to be exeecd- 
ingjy small. Many of the deaths were 
of people of advanced age and 
there 


were few deaths from contagious 
di- 


seases. 


Of course, as in other years, there was 


a large upmber of deaths from consump- 
tion and other lung troubles, but the 
number from these diseases was smaller 
than in other years. The great reduc- 
tion, is thought to have been brought 
about by the exceedingly mild winter. 


The report shows that while the .pop-
